The committee tentatively de­ 
cided not to end the federal in­ 
come tax exemption for interest 
from state and municipal bonds. 
It proposed, however, that the 
federal government encourage 
states and municipalities to is­ 
sue interest-taxable bonds bv of­ 
fering to subsidize the interest. 
Thus, in theory, the local gov­ 
ernments could still sell their 
bonds at favorable rates—but 
there would be fewer tax-ex­ 
empt issues to be snapt>ed up by 


banks and wealthy individuals.

No Evidence 


DDI Is Unsafe 


WASHINGTON (AP' — The 
U S Department of Agriculture 
says it has no evidence DDT is 
unsafe even though the depart­ 
ment temporarily has banned 
use of the pesticide in its own 
operations. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 
charged earlier this week that 
the department is unwilling to 
permanently end all use of the 
chemical because “the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture is locked in 
with the agricultural interests 
who use DDT.’* 
But Dr. George W Irving, ad­ 
ministrator of the agricultural 
research service, says the de­ 
partment has found nothing to 
warrant canceling registration 
of DDT for interstate shipment 
under current regulations. 
“ To do that, we would have to 
find that DDT is either ineffec­ 
tive or unsafe,” Irving said in 
an interview. “We have no evi­ 
dence that it is either.

ville. became the 160th driver 
to kill a deer in Delta County 
th ;s year. 


Reports of motorists hitting 
deer are becoming almost an 
everyday event with the State 
Police of the Gladstone Post 
and indications are that unless 
more caution is used on area 
highways this month the num ­ 
ber of deer k ii It'd by automo­ 
biles will get worse before it 
gets better. 
“Drivers just aren’t looking 
for them ,” said Cpl. 
Donald 
Williams. “When 
drivers 
sec 
d te r on the side of the road, 
they expect them to stay there 
—they don't.” 
He said that if you spot a 
deer you 
should 
slow down 
and be 
alert. 
"M any 
times 
drivers haven't even had time 
to hit their brakes before col­ 
liding with 
an 
anim al,” 
he 
said. 
Department of Natural Re­ 
sources 
statistics 
show 
that 
motorists killed 
15 
deer 
in 
January. 24 in February, 33 in 
March, 49 in 
April, 
and 
at 
ieest 25 in May. 
“Tile total of deer killed by 
ears has 
jum ped 
drastically 
since last year,” said Sgt. Yan 
S pe, Gladstone Post comman­ 
dant. 
Not More Deer 
TYe total of 160 car-deer col­ 
lisions for 1969 is more than 
twice as many as tile 78 that 
died in accidents 
during the 
name period la>t year. 
“A logical explaantion would 
be that there are more doer.” 
said Joseph Vogt, of Escanaba, 
DNR game biologist. 
This would be logical, but 
Vogt quickly added that this 
just wasn’t true. Recent sur­ 
veys conducted by federal and 
state biologists have indicated 
tdiat there are fewer deer this 
year in Delta County than last 
year. 
“ We had an explanation for 
th# heavy car-deer collisions 
this past spring.” Vogt said. 
“ But now no one thing ex­ 
plains die pattern tiiat is cur­ 
rently developing.” he added. 
Vog* attributed this spring’s 
high deer kill to a long yard­ 
ing 
period 
the 
deer 
went 
through because of heavy w in­ 
ter snows. He said that some 
of these yarding areas are lo­ 
cated close to high-speed high­ 
way s and that thus 
w a s the 
reason for the unusually hign 
fatality rate 
“ When

these hungry deer came out of

their yarding areas to feed on 
the salt and fresh grass on the 
sides of the roadways.

habit made them very vulner­

said. 
Average S300 Damage 
D eer-car collisions can be se­ 
rious. Every year several mo­ 
torists are killed while striking 
a deer. Average car damage to 
grilles, fenders, lights, hood or 
doors, is over $300. 
Catching a full grown deer 
in mid-bound 
on the wind­ 
shield may fill the front seat 
with broken glass and a strug­ 
gling. 150-pound, wild animal. 
State Police say that m otor­ 
ists virtually 
ignore 
warning 
signs that 
give notice 
of a 
“deer crossing" ahead. “Don’t 
expect the deer to be standing 
next to the 
sign," said 
one 
State Trooper. “ But do drive 
defensively for the next rn.Ie 
or two.” 
Troopers warn that driving 
at a high rate of speed through 
a posted deer area, at any time 
of the day or night, can be ex­ 
trem ely dangerous. 
Traffic Gains 
O n e 
possible 
contributing 
factor in the big increase in 
car-deer collisions could bt' the 
17 4 percent hike in traffic on 
Delta Comity 
highways this 
year. 
Tliis increase in highway use 
could be a small factor, but not 
enough to double the amount 
of accidents. 
Area drivers 
must be alert 
for deer when traveling on al­ 
most all Delta County roads, 
police said. So far no one has 
been killed or seriously injured,

Education Reform 


There were 34 persons who testified at a 
healing of the Governor’s Commission on Edu­ 
cational Reform when it met at Marquette this 
week and if one idea came through to the three 
members from the commission who listened it 
must have been that the I pper Peninsula school 
districts need financial relief. 
Escanaba Ai ea Supt. Luther M- carven and 
Supt. Edwin E. Wuehle of the Manistique Area 
schools, both of whom have fought the battle for 
Hie dollar locally in recent years, made that point. 
But so did other educators and not all of 
them have had the same problems. 
“ Even though many schools may not be in 
deficit spending as of now. we are living on bor­ 
rowed time,” warned Robert E. N orther, super­ 
intendent at Negaunee. 
“The inequity in our present system of fi­ 
nancing public schools has long been r e c o g n i z e d . ” 
added Loren F. Hulsizer, educational consultant 
to the Dickinson-Iron Intermediate School Dis­ 
trict. “It exists in tile manner we finance school 
construction and in the manner we finance school 
operation. A solution to this problem is long 
overdue ” 
* 
* 
* 
School financing, of course, is a popular topic 
for criticism by school people. It is close to the 
local pocketbooks to be of vital concern, yet far 
enough away from the educational operations of 
a school district to not iPck the boat. 
But the fact that finance, a business sub­ 
ject, carries the number one priority among peo­ 
ple trained to teach children serves to empha­ 
size the serious difficulty the state’s school dis­ 
tricts — particularly in the Upper Peninsula — 
are facing. 
Tn many school districts, there has been lit­ 
tle or no improvement in educational program in 
recent years because school administrators and 
members of the boards of education have been 
otherwise involved battling to pass millage re­ 
quests and building bond issues. When the pre­ 
sent program is in danger, there can be little 
thought of trving to expand or improve it. 
There is still a great deal of apprehension 
locally, for example, about accepting federal aid 
and the possibility of losing local control of local 
school affairs, but most districts in the I'pper 
Peninsula have leaped whole-heartedly into fed­ 
erally-financed programs simply because funds 
are available for programs and equipment which 
couldn't l>e purchased with state and local re- 
sou ices.

Talking about improving school finances and 
doing something about it, however, are two dif­ 
ferent propositions. 
The upper limit in local taxation, judging 
from the testimony at Marquette, has been 
reached. The people won’t stand for many more 
increases on the federal or state levels, either. 
About the only hope lies in some form of 
significant tax reform, incorporating federal, 
state and local governments to guarantee th a t 
everyone pays a fair share of the cost of opera­ 
tion of the nation and its schools. There might 
abo be more efficient use of school facilities! us­ 
ing buildings more hours in the day and more 
days of the year, and a long look at consolida­ 
tion of programs instead of simply districts 
The responsibilities of education are grow­ 
ing as the technology of the world grows. 
Tile method of education must make similar 
adjustments.

( bmmotion In Church 
diaries, a pious churchgoer, had an odd hab­ 
it. He would put such enthusiasm into his sing­ 
ing that, at the end of a hymn, his voice would 
linger on after everyone else had fallen silent. 
This habit became so irksome to certain 
mem liers of the congregation that they finally 
had C h a r l e s arrested on a charge of “disturbing 
a religious meeting.” 
But the court dismissed the charge. The 
judge said he had no right to interfere with 
Charles’ method of worshipping God. 
Tile case illustrates tile rule that, whenever 
possible in religious matters, the courts will 
keep hands off. This anolies not only to m atters 
of religious doctrine. Thus: 
A woman haled a priest into court, complain­ 
ing that he had refused to administer com­ 
munion to lier But here too the court declined 
to take any action. The judge said: 
“Her religious rights as a communicant are 
not enforceable in the civil courts.” 
Nevertheless, there are times when the law 
must and will step in. A church is not altogether 
“off limits.” Crime is no less a crime merely 
because it takes place inside a church building. 
For example, a court held it a punishable 
offense for a man to deliberately — and noisily 
— crack pecan nuts during a service. Even a 
minister was found guilty of public indecency 
for using profane language in the course of the 
sermon. 
Furthermore, the law will take a hand if 
there is merely a question of property rights to 
be settled. 
Suppose a clunch organization splits into 
two warring factions, each of which claims own­ 
ers! lip of church property. A court will ordin­ 
arily take the responsibility of deciding which 
faction is right, so loon • 
4 can do so without 
getting involved in doctrinal issues.

Protestant Scholar

sees some shockers ahead.

Structure To Fall

tion to other countries. And they 
m ust confine their activities to 
peaceful pursuits.

fortifications and the carrying 
out of m ilitary maneuvers. 
The Apollo ll crew could es­ 
tablish any sort of facilities or

limitation on such facilities is 
that free access be granted to 
astronauts of other countries. 
What happens if the Apollo ll 
or succeeding astronauts should 
discover rich deposits of pre­ 
cious metals or gems?
